In’order, how@ver, to render intelligible the 
circumstances under which the idea: of a huge 
suburb to Cairo in the desert came into 
existence; the Aifficulties the idea had | to en.

serious proposal; and the progress that has 
already_been made .in carrying this gigantic 
scheme into effect, I will endeavour to narrate 
as briefly d. possible the marvellous stéry of 
the Oasis.City 5 

Everybody . interested in Egypt i is familiar 
with the almost fantastic rise in the price of 
building sites in and about Cairo during the 
last few years. I fully admit that the sudden. 
ness and rapidity of this rise bear a suspicious 
resemblance to many building booms I have 
knéwn of in other lands, which went up with 
a runand then came down witha smash, [ 
confess I have thought month after month that 
the slamp was impending, and month after ° 
mon#ti I have. been agreeably disappointed, [ 
have at last come xto the conclusion: that the 
boom, though it may be--and, as I think, is— 
exaggerated by . reckless speculation, rests 
largely. upon permanent causes. From the 
geographictl. configuration of Cairo the area 
of unoccupipd building land is extremely 
limited. On the other hand, owing to the 
rapid ipcrease of general prosperity under 
British rule, and; even more, to the high prices 
of the cotton crop, the staple product of Egyp- 
tian indystry, the incomes of the landowning 
classes, from the Pashas down to the fellahs, 
have become far larger than they were. With 
larger means, there has sprung up a sudden 
desire to have houses in the capital. 

This démand for houses has been—and still 
is—exteliding, with the consequence that the 
demand exceeds the supply, and that though 
there-may-be a fall in the price of houses, this 
price is not at all likely to fall to the level of 
three or four years ago. Houses are daily 


| being pulled down to be convertéd into flats, 


aud the average ‘Feritals for offices or shops or 
apartments, not : to mention private houses, 
have'risen out of al proportion to the means 
of the poorer class; of tenants and the lower 
ranks of the officials in the public service, As 
a rule, here, houses are let on short tenancies. 
The result is that leases are constantly termi- 
nating, and that: the tenant has either to renew 
his lease on a largely- increased rental or to 
remove to inferior premises. The quéstion of 
re-housing the poorer classes, and especially 
the poorer native officials, has been under dis- 
cussion for’some time, The Egyptian Govern- 
ment, acting as ysual on the instructions of 


‘| the British Agency, has done what it could to 


remedy. this evil, and has increased the sala- 
ries of the higher officials, mostly of English 
birth and breeding, by assisting thém to build 
villas at Ghezireh, but this reform>does not 
improve the posicion of the poorer native offi- 
cials, whose comparatively small salaries barely 
enable them to make both ends meet 

The, grievance sustained by the humbler class 
of publi servants owing to the extravagant — 
price of house rent’fér themselves and: their 


‘| families appealed largely ‘to the syipathies of 


certain enlightened members of the Egyptian 
community, and Boghos Pasha Nubar, the son 
and heir of the t of Egyptian statesmen 
since the days of Mahomet. Ali, was, if I am 
rightly informed; the first to realise that the 
best, if. nyt thé sole, remedy for the over- 
crowding of Cairo was-to extend the town to 
the desert’ of Suez. The ideal was eagerly

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ASSOUAN DAM TO BE RAISED. 


MINISTERIAL DECISION TO-DAY. 


el 


‘The Council of Ministers has to-day decided 
that the Assouan Dam shall be raised so as to 
store water to a level seven metres (23 feet) 
above the present maximm, 

This decision has only been arrived at after 
an exhaustive survey of the Nile Valley be- 
tween Wady Halfa and Khartoum has proved 
that no uitable site for the construction of a 
dam of the size required and a reservoir of the 
necessary capacity exists on the river channel 
between these two places. Consequently, the 
only alternative is to raise the Assouan Dam. 

The quantity of water thus stored will be 
more than 2} times that impo nded in the 
existing reservoir. This will afford sufficient 
water in summer for tho irrigation of about 
-one million acres. 

There are at. present some 950,000 acres of 
waste land in the southern tracts of Egypt, 
and it is proposed to make use of the extra 
water for their irrigation. 

The increase of the wealth of Egypt brought 
about by the realisation of this project will be 
very considerable The Government will reap 
the benefit of the sale of thess lands and the 
taxes imposed on them, after thay have been 
brought under cultivation. The landowners will 
gain by the large increase of the cotton crop, 
which is estimated at from 8} to 4 million 
Egyptian pounds. 

With regard to the regrettable necessity 
imposed on the Goverument, namely, the 
further submergence of the Phile temples and 
the flooding of certain other Nubian monu- 
ments, it is intended to use all possible means 
to minimise the injury thus caused. An 
arch logical survey of Nubia will be 
taken in hand and a minute record made 
of every monumant situated between Wady 
Halfa and Assouan. The temples affected by 
the water will be consolidated as far as_pos- 
sible, and the different archeological societies 
will-be asked to co-operate in this work. 

The cost of the raising of the dam is esti- 
mated at L.E. 1,500,000.

CO-ORDINATION SCHEME.

The alteration in the status of the military 
commands in the Mediterranean, which takes 
place this year, will result in the complete 
co-ordination under one General of the work of 
the troops in Egypt, Cyprus, Crote, and at 
Malta and Gibraltar, : 

Hitherto the three big commands named 
have had separate existence, with on!y such co- 
onlination as might be obtained from time to 
time under War Office direction. As this is 
not a desirable state of things, in view of war 
conditions, the whole of the Mediterranean 
garrisons will, as announced: by Mr. Haldane, 
come under the control of a single commander- 
in-chief 

In military sense, the situation in the 
Mediterranean has altered considerably in re- 
cant years, and the protection of Egypt, both 
internally and on its land frontier across the 
Suez Canal, isan added problem to the mili- 
‘tary measures for safeguarding the Canal and 
the overland route to the Red Sea, It is de- 
sirable that the administration, preparation, 
and reinforcement of Egypt or India from the 
Mediterranean should be placed in the hands 
of one controlling general, and not remain, as 
now, @ scattered responsibility, 

The creation of a commander-in-chief for 
the Mediterranean gives to the Army an 
appointment which, in a measure, will com- 
pensate for the abolition of the Commandership 
in-Chief of the Army At present (excluding 
tre Indian command) there exists no field 
command under the Army Council, except 
South Africa, to which a senior general can be 
s nt after service at headquarters, or command 
ing at Aldershot, or in Ireland; the new 
appointment, with headquarters at Malta, will 
c‘eate a post second only to India in strategic 
inportance. The Mediterranean general’s pay 
of £5000 per annum is less by some £1600 
toan the total amount drawn by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India, but it is greater 
than any of the home posts. The General 
Commanding-in Chief at Aldershot receives 
£3000, the General in Ireland £3000 and 
allowances, the Inspector-Genera! of the Forces 
£4000, and the Chief of the General Staft 
43000, The Commander-in-Chief in South 
Africa receives £4000. 

The holder of the new post will not have 
any civil duties of governorship, and he will 
co-ordinate the work of the three separate com- 
niands into one whole for war purposes.

PIANOFORTE RECITAL. 

Signor Angelelli's piano recital on Wednes- 
day afternoon at the Savoy Hotel was fairly 
we'l attended, and was, indeed, quite worth 
hearing. He had a well-chosen programme 
calculated to show to advantage his delicate 
touch and refined interpretation Signor Ange- 
lelli is by no means an impressive or forcible 
pianist ; he would make little enough of the 
greater Besthovens, Bach, or some of the more 
formidable Chopins. Schumann’s Novelette, the 
two middle movements of the Grieg Sunata 
(ospecially the menuet), Goldmark’s Paysage, 
and the two Schutte pieces really we-e suited 
to his abilities, as was the Scarlatti (Pastorale 
e Capriccio), and he played them very prettily. 
‘he Goldmark “Paysage” is a most charming, 
eubdued, and suggestive little composition,and 
the Schutte Romance and “Etude Mignonne” 
are both most pleasing. He played Chopin’s 
Nocturne in D flat well, but the ballade that 
followed did not suit him : it should have far 
more force, especially inits 2nd theme, when 
one is expectant, then carried away witha 
quick excited flight of released notes, That 
in fact both the 
Chopin pieces, and perhaps the Bach-Saint

smal) room. The Sgambati Prelude and 
l®ague is very pretty and old-fashioned, not at 
il) severe but well-defined and carefully con- 
nected all through: that he played quite well.
